Research 

requesting authorization for the Purchasing Agent to extend the agreement (Contract Number 99-43-742) 
with the Hektoen Institute for Medical Research regarding the Early Intervention Program for 
developmentally disabled and delayed infants and children of Cook County. The program is now located 
in Fantus Health Center, Cook County Westside Health Center, and the Hayes Family Health 
Center/Center for Successful Child Development. This agreement has allowed us to continue to provide a 
critical health care need for vulnerable children. 

The financial terms for the extension year will be the same as for the original agreement. All professional 
fees accruing from patient care services provided through the early intervention program will be billed 
and collected by the Bureau. Basically, all the children served through the Early Intervention Program are 
Medicaid eligible. Based upon 1999 billable patient encounters our expected patient revenue for Early 
Intervention services is approximately $646,200.00. 

Estimated Fiscal Impact: $482,526.00. Estimated Revenue: $646,200.00. Contract extension: 
December I, 1999 through November 30, 2000. (893-260 Account). Requisition No. 08930260.

Great Lakes Medicaid will provide the Bureau with Medicaid eligibility assistance for patients and database 
matching services to assist in re-billing claims that have been previously rejected by various payors. 

Great Lakes Medicaid will be paid on the basis of a percentage of collections. This fee is solely 
dependant on their success for the Bureau. Their fee for inpatient Medicaid eligibility assistance is 8% on 
collections. The maximum fee for any individual account is $1,750.00. Although there are no direct 
costs to the Bureau, it is projected that Great Lakes Medicaid may collect approximately $8 million 
annually on behalf of the Bureau and may earn approximately $600,000.00 annually in fees during the 
term of this three (3) year contract. 

Estimated Fiscal Impact: $1,800,000.00 ($600,000.00 annually). Revenue Generating Estimate: 
$24,000,000.00. Contract period: February 1, 2000 through January 31, 2003. (897-260 Account).

Although there are no direct costs to the Bureau, it 
is projected that HealthRev, Inc. may collect approximately $16 million annually on behalf of the Bureau 
and may earn approximately $1.2 million annually in fees during the term of this three (3) year contract.

Your Audit Committee of the Board of Commissioners of Cook County met pursuant to notice on 
Tuesday, October 26, 1999 at the hour of 10:30 AM in the Board Room, Room 569, County Building, 
118 North Clark Street, Chicago, Illinois. 

Your Committee has considered the following items and upon adoption of this report, the 
recommendations are as follows: 

Following the Call of the meeting. Chairman Daley stated that questions had been submitted to various 
departments and elected officials on the agenda items. The Chairman requested copies of the responses 
and questions be submitted to the Secretary to the Board and placed in the record as attachments to the 
Committee's report. (The referenced documents are on file in the Office of the County Clerk.) 

The Chairman then proceeded to the first item on the agenda. 

1. Office of the Public Guardian - Financial Report for the year ended November 30, 1997, by 
Laura A. Burman, County Auditor. 

Submitted to the Audit Committee on May 13, 1999. Deferred at the July 29, 1999 meeting. 

Commissioner Hansen requested that his questions and the response from Patrick Murphy be submitted 
for the record. 

Commissioner Butler moved to receive and file Item 1. Seconded by Commissioner Lechowicz. 
The motion carried. 
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The Chairman then proceeded to the second item on the agenda. 

2. Fixed Asset Inventory Control Review, by Laura A. Burman, County Auditor, dated March 
31, 1999. 

Deferred at the July 29, 1999 meeting. 

Commissioner Flansen requested that his questions submitted to the County Auditor and the response 
from Laura Burman be submitted for the record. 

In response to Commissioner Hansen's question regarding why the county does not depreciate its assets, 
Tom Glaser stated that under a new rule by the Government Accounting Standards Board (GASB 34, 
with an effective implementation date of November 30, 2002), the county will be reporting in all financial 
statements depreciation on all assets. 

Tom Glaser noted that one of the Bureau of Finance’s performance measurements in the FY 2000 Budget 
addresses the GASB 34 rule in regards to what is needed to prepare the county to begin tracking 
depreciation levels and enable the county to be in compliance by the 2002 implementation date. 

In response to Commissioner Hansen's question regarding if the county can determine depreciation 
relative to estimates of useful life or is the county limited under the new GASB rule, Tom Glaser stated 
that prior to the implementation date the county is not limited and will have significant flexibility in 
determining the county's asset base. He stated that the asset depreciation system the county would 
implement after November 30, 2002 would most likely use Internal Revenue Service (IRS) guidelines and 
regulations to recommend what is best for the county. However. Mr. Glaser stressed that the details of 
the new GASB No. 34 rule and its possible limits on the county were still under review. 

Commissioner Hansen requested that Tom Glaser keep the committee informed on the impact of the new 
GASB 34 rule on the county’s asset depreciation system. 

In response to Commissioner Butler's question regarding the county's policy and procedure for the 
disposal of county equipment, Cathy Maras stated that when an office needs to dispose or move county 
property they are required to contact the Department of Central Services. She stated that once the 
department is notified, it comes out to record the county identification number in order for it to be 
removed from the office's inventory list and tracked to a storage facility, new office placement or 
salvaged. Cathy Maras noted that when county assets are salvaged, Central Services goes out to bid on 
purchase of the assets (accepting three bids), the bid of the highest dollar amount is chosen, and the 
monies collected are put in the county's general fund. 

In response to Commissioner Hansen’s question regarding if a memo had been given to the Secretary to 
the Board detailing the procedure to be followed and the employee contact name and phone number to 
use for the disposal or moving of county equipment, Cathy Maras stated that a memo had been distributed 
on this issue and noted that Bob Kutinac, the Central Services Supervisor of the fixed asset inventory, is 
the employee contact. 

Cathy Maras noted that with the implementation of the county's new financial system the tracking policies 
and procedures of county equipment or fixed assets would change. She stated by the first quarter of FY 
2000 fixed assets will be a separate module of the new automated financial system, whereby allowing the 
county to more accurately tag, track and account for fixed assets. Ms. Maras stressed that the new 
financial system will improve the county's fixed assets records and assist the county in preparing its 
financial statements and implementing the new GASB 34 rule. 
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In response to Commissioner Hansen's question regarding what dollar amount the county plans to set as a 
minimum asset price, Tom Glaser stated that the minimum price is currently under review, with 
comparisons being done on what other counties and cities use as a fixed asset level, as well as a financial 
reporting level. Mr. Glaser stated that he would keep the committee up-to-date on this issue and would 
forward the determined price level recommendation to the Chairman of the Audit and Finance Committee 
for discussion prior to implementation. 

In response to Vice Chairman Goslin's question regarding a brief explanation of what GASB stands for 
and does, Tom Glaser stated that GASB is the acronym for the Governmental Accounting Standards 
Board which defines accounting standards and regulations that governmental bodies should follow in 
terms of their financial records and statements. 

Commissioner Butler moved to receive and file Item 2. Seconded by Commissioner Lechowicz, the 
motion carried. 

The Chairman then proceeded to the third item on the agenda. 

3. 231045 DEPOSITORY ACCOUNTS REPORT. Transmitting a Communication, dated 

September 21, 1999 from John H. Stroger, Jr., President, Cook County Board of 
Commissioners: 

Subject: DEPOSITORY ACCOUNTS AS OF FEBRUARY 28, 1999 

TAXPAYER'S INTEREST ASSURANCE ORDINANCE. As you know, the Taxpayer’s 
Interest Assurance Ordinance requires that the opening of any depository accounts be 
reported to the Chief Financial Officer and the County Auditor within seven days of the 
opening of the account. Attached find information prepared by the Office of the Chief 
Financial Officer on depository relationships, by department, existing as of February' 28, 
1999. 

Referred to the Audit Committee on September 22, 1999. 

In response to Commissioner Lechowicz’s question regarding what office and individual is responsible for 
monitoring the intent and purpose of the Taxpayer's Interest Assurance Ordinance, Tom Glaser stated that 
the ordinance does not clearly define the office responsible for enforcing the ordinance, specify between 
interest bearing and non-interest bearing accounts, or directly assign the minimum level of interest that 
should be obtained on all accounts. However, he noted the ordinance does require that all new accounts 
be reported to the Chief Financial Officer and the Auditor, and that the Auditor reviews interest earned on 
accounts as part of office audits. 

In response to Vice Chairman Goslin's question regarding if the county had a written investment policy 
that sets criteria on the rate of investment of count}' funds, Tom Glaser stated that he was not aware of 
any specific written policy beyond the State criteria the county follows which sets the guaranty at 110 
percent of current market value for collateralization of the money invested. 

In response to Vice Chairman Goslin's question regarding if there was any criteria for selecting 
institutions, such as the institution being located in Cook Count}', Tom Glaser stated that he was not 
aware of any location criteria for bank accounts or investments. 

Vice Chairman Goslin suggested that the county look into establishing some general account and 
investment criteria for all public funds its departments and officials hold and invest. 
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In response to Commissioner Hansen's question regarding if it would be possible to show an annualized 
balance and an annualized percent of earnings on the items in the report, Tom Glaser stated that he would 
look into making this change and improving the format of the report. 

Commissioner Lechowicz requested a letter be sent from the Chairman to respective public officials, 
which the report shows have accounts earning no interest, and ask for the number of accounts they hold 
with no interest and a response explaining why. 

Commissioner Lechowicz requested that the Chief Financial Officer and Auditor prepare and submit to 
the Chairman recommendations to improve the ordinance in regards to establishing a criteria for 
investment, by setting a threshold or minimum interest rate level, and procedures to monitor the policy, 
by specifying the office that would have direct oversight and the responsibility to enforce the ordinance. 

Commissioner Lechowicz moved to receive and file Item 3 - Communication 231045. Seconded by 
Commissioner Butler, the motion carried.

6. 230838 DEPARTMENT OF RISK MANAGEMENT, by Stephen A. Hill, Director, 
transmitting a Communication, dated September 7, 1999: 

I am hereby transmitting the PricewaterhouseCoopers LLP Actuarial Review of the 
Workers' Compensation and Liability Self-Insured Programs for the fiscal year ending 
November 30,1998 for your review and consideration. 

Referred to the Audit Committee on September 9, 1999. 

In response to Commissioner Hansen's question, on pages 3 and 7, regarding if a five-year trend on 
reserve requirements and on expenditures to meet the types of liabilities that are aggregated w'as available 
for review, Laura Burman stated that she had passed the Commissioner's questions and request for 
information to Stephen Hill, Director of Risk Management, in the Bureau of Finance. 

Stephen Hill stated that PricewaterhouseCoopers was working on the requested information on the five- 
year trend on reserves. Mr. Hill noted that page 7 of the report did show a five-year spread of the claims 
and the expected total payouts. 
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In response to Commissioner Hansen's question regarding what amount of reserve dollars have been 
placed in the year 2000 budget. Tom Glaser stated $55 million in reserves have been put in next year's 
budget for payouts. 

In response to Commissioner Hansen's question regarding how the actual payments in the past years 
relates to the summary of the loss reserves on a proportionate basis, Terry O'Brien, with 
PricewaterhouseCoopers, stated that the loss reserve is developed based on both the county's historical 
payments and case reserves (which are reserves set up by adjusters and attorneys based on the individual 
claim information). He noted that it is an aggregate of all known claims. 

In response to Commissioner Hansen's question, on page 8, regarding if the estimated $40 million 
projected payments versus the actual $35 million loss in fiscal year ' 98 was an average variance, Terry 
O'Brien stated that is was a reasonable variance given the amount of exposure the county has and the fact 
that the county has no cap on any individual loss. Mr. O'Brien noted that most insurance companies and 
self-insurers have some sort of excess insurance that caps the individual's claim amount that can be paid 
at any one time. If this were the case the contributions to the county's annual payments, from any 
individual claim, would be quite a bit less than what the potential loss is currently. 

In response to Commissioner Hansen's question regarding whether the county had done an analysis of its 
current risk in terms of insurance premium levels, maximum payout per incident, Tom Glaser stated that 
the Risk Management Department has looked at buying levels of excess insurance and the possibility of 
the county assuming a smaller share of the risk as part of the self-insurance program. He noted, however, 
that the program is in the process of being developed and a recommendation had not yet been submitted. 

On the same subject, Stephen Hill spoke on the analysis Commissioner Hansen had inquired about. He 
stated the analysis appears on page 14 of the actuarial review and shows an across-the-board presentation 
of the County's total liability exposure in terms of the budget and audit process (including auto, general 
liability, workers' compensation, and excess coverage.) Mr. Hill stated that the analysis also provides 
suggestions and projections in relation to the level of excess insurance the county might consider 
purchasing, the self-insured retention base, the deductible amount to retain, and what limits the Count}' 
should consider in purchasing excess insurance. Mr. Hill noted that pricing of additional coverage is also 
indicated, at an estimated range of $4.3 million. He explained that the County would have to go into the 
marketplace with an RFP to determine a firm price and the coverage conditions that would be acceptable 
or beneficial to the County. 

In response to Commissioner Hansen's question regarding if there was a target date for having a 
recommendation or RFP ready on the self-insurance program, Tom Glaser stated that the RFP was in the 
process of being completed and he would keep the committee informed. 

Commissioner Butler moved to receive and file Item 6 - Communication 230838. Seconded by Vice 
Chairman Goslin, the motion carried. 

The Chairman then proceeded to the seventh item on the agenda. 

7. Clerk of the Circuit Court - Child Support Enforcement Division, Financial Report for the 
year ended November 30, 1997, by Laura A. Burman, Count}’ Auditor. 

In response to Commissioner Hansen's question on child support receipts regarding what percentage of 
dollars are collected versus dollars assessed. Heather Crossley stated that the total dollar amount received 
by the Clerk of the Circuit Court and disbursed is $120,707,866 for the year ended November 30. 1997. 
She stated that the percentage of collected dollars versus assessed dollars is currently being compiled for 
fiscal year '99. 
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Ms. Crossley explained that the percentage for prior years was difficult to ascertain from the current records 
system, due to the fact that total dollar amounts assessed on any kind of Court ordered action is not captured 
in the electronic docket. In addition to that, in July 1997 the Clerk's child support computer system had 
been converted over to the State mandated T-KIDS System. In that conversion, she noted, the office did not 
take historical balances for prior years. Therefore, she explained, the data is not currently available. 
Flowever, the office is working on compiling 1998 numbers to give a comparative view with the data on the 
State's T-KIDS System and has contacted the Illinois Department of Public Aid for information since they 
are the enforcing agency for child support and are responsible for all of the delinquency notices and 
notification to the employers and the obligors. Ms. Crossley added that assessing what is being ordered in 
the courtrooms as opposed to what is actually being collected is one of the Clerk's office priority objectives 
for the fiscal year '99, especially with the new Single Audit Act coming up for FY 1999. 

In response to Commissioner Hansen's question regarding the procedure for collecting delinquent child 
support and at what point does the county's State's Attorney get involved, George Rada stated that the 
Clerk of the Circuit Court had sent a letter to the State's Attorney's Office regarding this issue and 
addressing the Clerk's concerns on the delinquent child support in terms of procedures in place for going 
after the obligors. 

On this issue, Pat Driscoll with the State's Attorney's Office spoke and confirmed that the office had 
received a letter from the Clerk of the Circuit Court. 

In response to Commissioner Hansen's question regarding unbilled fees due to incorrect mailing addresses 
and what is being done to improve the 20 percent figure noted on page 14, Heather Crossley stated that 
the Clerk of the Circuit Court’s office does capture the name and address of the obligor, and references 
this information with the State system which give the Social Security number and various other 
information. She explained that the problem occurs when the records referenced in the State system are 
not updated and this creates a standstill in regards to what is the correct record. Ms. Crossley noted that 
recently (after reading the statute) the Clerk’s office became aware that the Illinois Department of Public 
Aid (1DPA) has a parent/spouse locator service and the responsibility to find the recipients of the child 
support and the obligors. 

Commissioner Lechowicz requested that the Clerk's Office submit to the Chairman a written 
recommendation on a plan, including any proposed changes to the statutes needed to implement the 
plan, that would allow a continual follow-through in trying to get the fee money to the County and 
improve the current child support records, collection and distribution procedures and systems. 

Commissioner Hansen moved to defer action on Item 7. Seconded by Commissioner Lechowicz. 
The motion carried and the item was deferred for future discussion. 

Commissioner Hansen moved to adjourn, seconded by Commissioner Butler. The motion carried 
and the meeting was adjourned.

WHEREAS, Curtis’s song writing is richly diverse and has uplifted listeners throughout the world. His 
compositions for motion pictures places him in an elite group of film scorers whose music was more 
popular than the films he scored such as: Superfly. Let's Do It Again. Claudine. Sparkle and A Piece of 
the Action. His compositions have been recorded by Aretha Franklin. The Staple Singers, Whitney 
Houston, Gladys Knight, Huey Lewis, Bruce Springsteen, Rod Stewart, Stevie Wonder, B.B. King, Gene 
Chandler. En Vogue, Major Lance and the sponsor of this Resolution; and 
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WHEREAS, Curtis is one of only three performers to be inducted into the Rock & Roll Hall of Fame in 
two different categories, as a member of the Impressions and again as a solo artist. He is a recipient of

WHEREAS, Cook County has been asked to consider the submission of an advisory referendum, as 
hereinafter fully set forth, on the question of using Illinois’ share of the tobacco lawsuit settlement; and 

WFIEREAS, Illinois spends $0.9 billion annually on health care for smoking-related illness and 19,000 
Illinoisans die each year from emphysema, lung cancer, and other smoking-related diseases; and 

WHEREAS, shortly before he passed away three years ago, Cardinal Joseph Bernardin of Chicago wrote 
a pastoral letter called “A Sign of Hope,” where the Cardinal said, “Health care is an essential safe guard 
of human life and dignity, and there is an obligation for society to ensure that every person be able to 
realize this right”; and 

WHEREAS, more than 1.5 million Illinoisans are not covered by any form of health insurance and 
countless others are under-insured, according to recent U.S. Census Bureau statistics; and 

WHEREAS, unanticipated health care costs have become the leading cause of family bankruptcy in 
Illinois and the problem of inadequate health care coverage is widespread and worsening; and 

WHEREAS, health care insurance and delivery systems in our state are currently undergoing massive 
change, especially in the areas of HMO’s and managed care; and 

WHEREAS, the result of an advisory referendum would constitute the opinion of the residents of Cook 
County on the use of Illinois’ share of the tobacco lawsuit settlement; and 
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WHEREAS, it is deemed to be in the public interest to submit this question of public policy to the voters 
of Cook County; 

NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED THAT, 

Section 1. The following question of public policy shall be submitted to the voters of this county 
as an advisory referendum at the primary election scheduled for Tuesday, March 21, 2000, consistent with 
the applicable provisions of the Illinois Election Code; to wit; 

"Shall Illinois’ share of the tobacco lawsuit settlement be committed to fund 
comprehensive smoking prevention and medical treatment programs and to fulfill the 
mandate of the Bernardin Amendment which calls for decent health care for everybody in 
Illinois? ” 

Section 2. This advisory referendum shall be conducted in accordance with provisions of the 
Illinois Election Code pertaining to the conduct of the primary election scheduled for March 21,2000. 

Section 3. This Resolution shall be in full force and effect upon its passage and approval.
